Chairmear USEC Sheng opened the meeting t; giving a brie* account of the 
arrest cf TSENG Shao-f'ang and then outlired the drart of the "Military 
Discipline Adjustment’ Plan, and ite meas of inplemestasiou. This wes 
follawed by discussion and ae of the sabject matter by various repre- 
sentatives of the eney eae wnits vho womimously srororted the Chairman's 
motion, 


WANG Taoceyao, Chief of Staff of the Kwugtung-Kwangst Column, pointed out 
that since the liberation of places unisr the Jurlediction o of the Pear! 
River Special Area, the discipline of troops of the Pearl River Colum and 
the Kwangtung-“wangei Column was, eeneinlly opeaking, geod, and this had 
been favourably commented on by the puliic. However, due to relaxing of 
discipline, the troops recently began ‘co act arrogantly, thinking thet thay 
were the heroes who helped to regein ‘:e land. Beceuse of this, they bee 
gan to disotey orders and infringe or the privileges of the public. WANG 
fso~yao continued to say that up to he present there nad been 22 crses of 
pass ees sae maticious damage to ssrieultnral iuplements by the troops 
out of 73 sen of misbehavior waies ned heen dealt with by the Political 
Se This reflected badiy an the Gommanist Party and the pecrples’ 
armed forces. “he adjustment of military iisetpline would, therefore, by 
extremely imcoxrtant. 

The draft, submitted by TSENG Shans, wae then rassed unenimousiy and the 
following vesclutions were made: 


a, All resvonsible Cadree of vvear; armed unit mist eneure the execution 
of resclutions on military discipline cddustment. They should alsa 
take care of the education of thi unit commencers who come under thelr 
command and understand the importance of not overstepring one’s proper 
yank, They should study and ciseuss this, and set en example. They 
should be responsibdls: fer the oshaviur of their subordinates and 
those of the troops, and ensure thet there ere Tew Vieck meiks om roo 
eord, 
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b. Every unit commander should recognize the essence of the people's 
army, and be proud of it, They wast perform the var-ous regulations 
and volicies automatically and conscientiously. 


c. ‘These who are responsible for meking corrections and investigations 
should do nothing else but this work. They shavid oublicd ze any 
units or individual who show good discipline, and should s$tack imnedq 
lately any who do not. if Person or cersons, after deing reprimanded, 
repeatedly misbehave or show signs of resistance, they should be placed 
under arrest, It was essential to de aware that the aim of military 
discipline adjustment had to be attainad. 
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
